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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims 
Cancel claims 1-6 and 12-15. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant has amended the independent claims 7 and 19 to overcome the prior art 
rejection of the previous office action. Claims 7-1 1 and 16-19 are allowed. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Reference Harrah et al. (US 6.498.355). Marchi et al. (US Pub. 2003/0178627), and 
Frutschy et al. (US 7.173.329) do not disclose: 
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• A heat conducting layer provided on the substrate made of insulating material and 
connecting the module-thermally-contacting portion and in a predetermined 
position. 

• A conductive layer on the heat conducting layer having a predetermined pattern, 
and connecting the LED chip and power supply terminal. 

• A connector part provided in an end portion of the substrate and having a module- 
thermally-contacting portion for discharge heat from the substrate and the heat 
conducting layer and a power supply terminal. 

Therefore, the above references do not disclose the claimed invention of present 
application and claims 7-11 and 16-19 are allowed.
